Then  only  can  a  fair  and 
reasonable  return  on  the  investments  of  your 
company  be  pernmilfilltly  assured.  The  past  rail- 
•way  polled  of  Oorcmments  has  necessitated  bur- 
densome sacrifices,  not  only  by  tho.se  who  have 
invested  their  savings  in  this  company,  but  also, 
Indirectly,  by  all  elaseee  in  the  Dominion.  Upon 
an  adequate  and  .sound  .solution  of  the  railway 
problem  will  depend  the  ultimate  standard  of 
lining  of  many  thousands  of  the  country's 
citiient."
